Dear Paul: 


Your article on Play Money on page 10 of the April 18, 1994 
Coin World caused me to telephone you that the book you used as a 
source was not very accurate as to the early period in United 
States toy money. 

In our collection we have a sheet with an 1872 copyright, a 
copy being enclosed. 

We have examples of printed exact size legend and design coins 
made about 1878 of paper covered cardboard with copper colored 
paper used for one cent and two cent pieces and a cream colored 
paper for the other denominations. The ink is black. The dates 
on the group are as follows but we have no box or origin. 


1¢ 1872 & 1874 
2¢ 1864 & 1867 
5¢ 1867 & 1870 
10¢ «61875 & 1877 
25¢ 1876 & 1877 
50¢ 1875 

Trade Dollar 1876 


We also have a box top marked "Fischer’s Educational Toy 
Money" patented March 20, 1877 in U.S. and May 1, 1877 in Canada. 
If you look up the patent send me a copy. It ought to have some 
important information. 

In addition we have a box marked in large letters WALKLEY’S 
NATIONAL TOY MONEY (Patent applied for) with an 1879 date on the 
dime on the box top. The dime illustrated on the box top shows 
"Educational Toy Money " on its obverse different from the large 
lettered title above it on the box top. This box contains embossed 
cardboard based coins with copper colored foil outside for the one 
cent and two cent pieces and silver foil for the others. Instead 
Of UNITED STATES OF AMERICA there is EDUCATIONAL TOY MONEY as 
legends on all of them. The designs imitate the standard issues 
in appearance and size. The denominational dates are as follows:
